“ WASHINGTON. ”. 

Tho, New York Tributic_contains-tha fol- 
ig Washington, Feb. 12. Liang 
Ting Tsau, Third Socrotary of tho Chineso 
Legation, his.juat “been appointed Coneal- 
* General in San Francisco. Tt is, of course 
a long step in. the line of promotion, and a 
rise to be proud of. “There is nots ‘Third 
Scoretary of -sny legation. at Washington 
who would’ not jum at the chance to serve 
his country in tha, independont position of 
Consul-Guneral. I-hear that tho lucky

Mr Liang Ting 
Taan is sure to ba missed. It 1s this 
gentleman who is known as tho. ¢ Diamond 
Liang,’ @ name distinguishing him from 
Liang Shung,. who is a translator, and:one 
suggested by the fine diamonds worn on his 


cap. 
No other forcign Minister hero’ hos tho 
ower-.of. appointment, possessed by the 
Minister -from Chins. His appoints ar, 
chooses tho membors of hia threo Logationa 
. in Spain, Peru and tho United States—aa 
he'is the envoy to.each of thoio Govorn- 
ments,. He also appoints the consuls in 
theas countries, and. in Oubs. It will be 
‘ gaen that the Minister wields much political 
ower, and in Washington the presont Min- 
* jeter is already a xecoguized social factor in 
the oficial line. «| ‘ 
~ ‘Lhe Chineso Legation is by ‘far tho most 
‘ interesting of all the Legatione at Washiog- 
ton. There ara fifteen men, including the 
Minister, and not including the American 
Secretary, D. W.: Bartlett, who has been 
with ovory Legation: beginning with tha 
. frst sont by China’ to this Government. 
His ability and long exporionce'has rendor- 
: ad his services invaluable to tho. Chinose 
representatives, Mc Burtlett 4s a Oon- 
: neaticat man who bogan life as a journalist 
in Washington. . I believe’ his first interest 
in tho Chinese started with the hundred 
“students sent from ‘China to be“ggucated 
in this country: One of the number, Mr 
Wing, became a citizon of the United States 
and ‘adopted the Christian faith, He was 
, from time to time intrusted with the care of 
other atudents, and. was a member of the 
ascond Legation ‘at. Washington. Ho 
married Miss Kellogg, a niece of Mr 
Bartlett, sud a beautifal woman. They 
lived in Hartford up to the time of her 
death, about two yearsago. Wing was in 
love with hia wife long before she or any of 
her friends suspected ‘his attachment. He 
had not tho courage to reveal it—hardly 
dared, indeed, to acknowledge it to himself. 
Their courtship was not without romance, 
Lam reminded of this marriage—which, 
. by. the way, proved a happy one—by the 
recently published ‘statement that Liang 
Shung contemplated thesameatap. It isa 
pity to spoil the pretty story of his engage- 
inent toan American girl, but ho declares 
there is nothing in it.’ Hoe saye in truthful 
tones that he is not engaged, and it would 
. seam that Liang Shung bimself ought to 
know if he is still heart.free, At the same 
time he is getting a great déal of fun cut of 
the interest which Americana munifcet in 
his affairs of the heart.

-parently Joat in his tea-cup Mr Chang Yen 
loon is nevertheless quietly taking ob- 
servations of the skilful mancuvres prac- 
tised by the young women who are devoting 
thoir social energies to Liang. The young 
Celestial is alwaya exquisitely clad in his 
brocades, often of cream white and pale 
blue, and as perfect as if just ‘out of ao 
bandbox.’ His complexion ia aa fresh and 
velvoty as if just from 4 Turkish bath, and 
altogothor he is the. vory pink of neatnoes, 
On these occasions of woll-directed society 
worship, while the ‘Minister is supposed to 
be studying the toa-leaves in the bottom of 
his cup, Liang stands at his elbow and with 
aaweet, placid smile and princaly air, ace 


cepts the attentions. fairly showered upon 4, 


him by the young women in official society.
